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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-1 1 and 13-25 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
claims 2, 7, 10, 1 1, 13, 18, 21, 22 and 23 recite, inter alia, "a plurality of items disposed in the 
adhering material, the plurality of items having electromagnetic capability (EMC) shielding 
characteristics, wherein an item of the plurality of items includes a ceramic ferromagnetic 
material and a Mu metal." 

4. The art of record does not disclose the above limitations, nor would it be obvious to 
modify the art of record so as to include the above limitations. Kambe et al (U.S. 5,938,979) 
teaches the Electromagnetic Shielding, Lian et al (U.S. 6,327,145) teaches Heat Sink with 
Integrated Fluid Circulation Pump, Schneider (US 2001/0045826) teaches Distortion Immune 
Magnetic Field Generator for Magnetic Tracking systems and Method of Generating Magnetic 
Fields, H. ATWOOD, JR (U.S. 2,343,630) teaches Shielding for Cathode ray tubes, they do not 
teach the above-mentioned limitations.
